Wiley Parley 
Spikes Rumor 
Of Policy Shift

NEW YORK, Nov. 19—Presi- 
dent-elect Dwight D. Eisenhower 
told Senator Wiley of Wisconsin in 
an hour-long interview today that 
he is in emphatic agreement with 
the principle that there should be 
no forcible repatriation of the 
prisoners of war held by United 
Nations forces in Korea. 


Reading from a_ typewritten 
statement apparently prepared in 
Eisenhower’s office at the Hotel 
Commodore, where the interview 
took place, Wiley, prospective 
chairman of the Senate foreign 
relations committee and a Repub- 
lican member of the United States 
delegation to the United Nations, 
promptly relayed the information 
to newspapermen as he left. 


SUPPORTS UN 


Glancing frequently at the slip 
of paper in his hand, Wiley told 
reporters that Eisenhower had ‘“‘ex- 
pressed his complete dedication to 
the principles of the United Na- 
tions.’’ 


“‘He emphasized,” the senator 
went on, “his agreement with the 
‘Principle of no forcible repatria- 
tion of Communist prisoners.” 


| The general’s statement was not 
\construed as a blanket endorse- 
‘ment of American policy in the 
Korean truce talks because of the 
difference between a principle and 
the specific handling of a concrete 
situation. Thus, it was said, the 
general's statement did not close 
the door to acceptance of a modi- 
fied version of the Indian govern- 
‘ment’s proposal.

1. Chinese Communists have, 
with Soviet help, been able to 
present a modern military power 
far beyond the capacity estimat- 
ed for them before Korea. 


2. Total victory is not believed | 


possible from the present power 
of the UN forces. 

3. The Chinese Communists are 
not yet ready to end the war. 


They regard it, according to in- | 


telligence reports coming largely 
through Hong Kong, as an advan- 
tageous war for the Communist 
regime. It enables the Commu- 
nists to impose harsh discipline in 
the name of security. It also al- 
lows Mao and his government to 
pose as the savior of the nation, 
and to call for solidarity to op- 
pose the Américans who, the 
Communists tell the Chinese, are 
determined to take over China.

Leaders of both white and colored 
races welcome the outstanding group of 
American business and industrial lead- 
ers to Atlanta Friday for an inspection 
of the city’s six Negro colleges as part 
of the plan to raise $25,000,000 for 32 
privately financed Southern Negro in- 
stitutions. 

Such Atlanta men as Robert W. 
Woodruff, chairman of the board of the 
Coca-Cola Co.; Harrison Jones, Coca- 
Cola director, and Attorneys Hughes 
Spalding and E. Warren Moise are tak- 
ing part in the movement and have in- 
vited these national leaders here. 


Coolheaded men have long recog- 
nized that the first step in removing 
present injustices and discriminations 
against the Negro is through education 
and understanding. Since the Negro is 
‘the largest minority group in the Ameri- 
can population, hardheaded business- 
men realize that this reservoir of man- 
power that has moved to urban centers 
with increasing speed in recent years 
presents economic and social problems 
of considerable gravity. At the same 
time, properly utilized, this manpower 
can play an increasingly important role 
in the American economy. 

All calm-thinking citizens realize 
that resorting to racial bias, prejudice 
and hate is not the solution. Rather, it 
prevents solution and adds further to 
economic and social woes. Such tactics 
are largely the work of politicians who 
seek to maintain their power through 
whipping up hate and inciting fear. 

Through education and understand- 
ing, this huge segment of our population 
can become a productive and happy 
group that will add vastly to the eco- 
nomic health of the Southern regions. 

Much good has been accomplished 
already through the Southern regional 
education program toward providing op- 
portunities for advanced training for 
Negr® specialists in many fields. Negro 
colleges are playing an important part 
in this program. They need to be 
strengthened and the education level of 
the colored population raised accord- 
ingly. 

We are glad that men like John D. 
Rockefeller ITI, Richard K. Mellon of the 
Mellon National Bank, Winthrop W. 
Aldrich of Chase National Bank, Harvey 
S. Firestone Jr. and others of like stat- 
ure are interested in this problem. They 
realize that to raise the educational 
level of this large group of American 
citizens will result in a strengthening of 
the American economy and democratic 
system. 

In this connection, the South’s ex- 
panding economy has a place for all its 
citizens, regardless of race. The South- 
ern governors, in session this week, 
have noted this fact. 

The Southern Association of Science 
and Industry, attacking the obstacles 
that have obstructed Southern advance- 
ment in the past, also is aware of the 
tremendous job ahead of providing the 
trained manpower to meet the needs of 
the region.

New York City Has 


Transit Troubles, Too 


New York City owns its transit sys- 
tem. But,.in a very real sense, the 
system owns the city. It operates at a 
substantial loss. City ownership invari- 
ably brings patronage and politics into 
the picture. 

The system is now in a state of crisis 
which has produced a desperate rem- 
edy—and we trust all those who might 
have toyed with the idea of city owner- 
ship will take a look. Yésterday the 
mayor of New York proposed a transit 
authority with a plan to raise money by 
new taxes. Says The New York Times: 


“*The plan incorporates a tax on busi- 
nesses benefited by rapid transit, to be 
paid by stores, amusement places, hotels 
and other types of business, estimated 
to carry about 20 per cent of the total 
cost of rapid transit’s operation and debt 
retirement. 

* “The jevy, expected to raise about 
$63,500,000, would be applied at rates 
_yanging from one-half of 1 per cent to 
2 per cent of the net income of busi- 
messes judged to be benefited. Esti- 
mates put the minimum transit business 
tax at $10 to $25 a year for each estab- 
lishment. 

“Under the proposed formula, real 
estate would carry 20 per cent of the 
transit costs, or debt service, whichever 
is larger, while the rider, through fares, 
would pay the remaining 60 per cent.”

must offer so many services and which 
are plagued by increased costs for 
streets, maintenance, etc., and also by 
the fact that a large percentage of those 
who make their entire living in cities 
pay no taxes to help support them, are 
looking about for new ways and means 
that will produce income. 

New York is increasing its charges 
for use of the city streets by utilities, 
including the placing of transformers, 
wires and soon. This came, by no mere 
coincidence, on the heels of the utility 
request for, and receipt of, a raise in 
rates.

Pos- 
session of the A-bomb by the Kremlin 
has been costly in American treasure 
and lives—the Soviet would never have 
dared the Korean adventure had they 
too, not possessed the bomb.

We, Too, Must Trade 
To Uphold Standards 


A. B. Sparboe, of the famed Pills- 
bury Mills in Minneapolis, shelled down 
the corn this week in speaking to a na- 
tional convention of exporters. 


We are so depleted in some re- 
sources that the time has come when we 
must make some painful economic ad- 
justments, he said. This, he went-on to 
Say, meant importing more foreign 
goods even though to do so would put 
“a few” businesses out of business.

a iick is a parasite on a brute on ranch or 
farm. It is bad enough that they drain us of 
our blood, faith and sélf-reliance, but worse 
that they have made their own repulsive 
state of life the envy of their victims who 
would rather be the cootie than the host. 

Pei says that about the time he decided 
to come over here, Italian kids had no 
thought of going into business for themselves 
as young Americans did in those days. They 
wangled soft, safe, unimportant government 
jobs in which they produced nothing and 
were a drain on the workers who did pro- 
duce, but found “‘security” and a prospect 
of miserable old-age pensions. 

“Foreign-born citizens of the United 
States have been watching with alarm the 
gradual Europeanization’” (he means 
Europization but hasn’t the nerve to use the 
obvious word because it sounds wrong) “of 
the United States,’’ Pei wrote. ‘‘They have 
seen the growth of the familiar European- 
style government octopus and the vanishing 
of the American spirit of opportunity and its 
replacement by a search for a ‘security’ 
that is doomed in advance. In this world, 
nothing, not even life, is secure.’’ 

Our public employees are having the 
same effect on us. We ought to fire hundreds 
of thousands and scrap the great monster of 
civil service which was introduced as a fine 
thing but soon became, instead, a racket 
preying on the people. 

The civil service state of mind is a 
mental disease, closely related to the

This 
surge from party to party is like a wild 
caged lion battering at the walls of its con- 
finement, seeking an opening to regain its 
liberty. This unrest is world-wide and carries 
within it a potent force that can blow up 
the human race. 

The mere replacement of Democrats by 
Republicans is not enough. If General Eisen- 
hower accepts the political concepts of re- 
actionary conservatives, there will come an 
opening for genuine progressive party under 
the Democrats, or if that fails, a new party 
altogether.

Safety Council Plans 
Anti-Accident Drive

37 deaths resulting from falls; 22 from poisoning; 13 from 
fires and explosions; nine from mechanical suffocation 
(mostly infants); three fatally wounded by firearms; two 
from poison gases and 10 from other causes, 

Grady hospital records tell an even sterner story in 
that 23 of the victims were under four years of age. 
These causes of death included eight by mechanical suffo- 
cation, five from fires, two from falls, one from poison, 
and seven others not classified. 

Thirty-nine persons over 65 years of age were acci- 
dent victims, with 29 fatally injured in falls. Five were 
killed in fires and explosions, three from poison accidental- 
ly administered and two from unclassified causes. 

In the 45-64 age group, seven died from poison, one 
from poison gas, two in fires, five in falls and one from 
other causes. 

The only safe age group last year ranged from 5 to 14 
years. There was not a single fatal home accident in that 
age bracket. 

On the basis of figures over the first eight months of 
this year, Safety Council officials predict an increase of 
seven accidental deaths for 1952. The greatest single item 
again is auto deaths. The 1951 auto death toll in the city 
of 54 persons is expected to be increased to at least 69 by 
Dec. 31. 

These are the facts and figures on the accident picture. 

Safety Council officials contend accidents are man- 
made—caused by wrong attitudes, carelessness, thought- 
lessness and discourtesy. They bring heartbreak and 
tragedy as well as higher costs in insurance rates and more 
contributions to agencies to care for helpless victims and 
their dependents.

Tke Opposes 
Constitution 
Limiting Tax 


LAFAYETTE, La., Nov. 19 (B— 
President - elect Eisenhower wrote 
the Lafayette, La., Daily Adver- 
tiser in reply to their telegraphed 
question that he opposes a_pro- 
posed amendment to the federal 
Constitution which would limit in- 
come, estate and gift taxes to 25 
per cent in “‘peacetime.”’ 

Legislatures in Louisiana and 26 
other states have approved the 
amendment. In an_ additional 
seven states, it has been approved 
by one house of the Legislature. 

The Advertiser wired Fisenhower| 
on Oct. 2: 

“Am wiring for public statement 
recarding your views on proposed 
constitutional amendment limiting 
income taxes to 25 per cent. Am 
also seeking opinion of Stevenson, 
(Gov. Adlai Stevenson, the Demo- 
cratic candidate). Please wire an- 
swer collect and, if necessary, fol-|. 
low with airmail letter.” 

Eisenhower replied by letter on! 
Oct. 6: 

“I do not believe ‘that the wise 
approach to the problem of re- 
ducing taxation is through an 
amendment to the federal Consti- 
tution. An arbitrary ceiling on the 
power to tax, without a like ceiling 
on the power to spend, could likely 
result in larger and larger deficits 
and a grave financial unsettle- 
ment. And the rigidity of a constitu- 
tional amendment would he a 
source of danger in possible future 
national emergencies. 

“The position which I have taken 
fin this campaign is that under a 
sound and informed administration, 
such as. I would expect the Repub- 
can party to provide next January, 
there can be a reduction in federal 
spending and federal taxation. 
Thus it should be possible to 
bring about a fairer sharing of 
available income tax money be- 
tween the federal and state govern- 
ments. 

‘In other words, a prudent and 
positive administration should be 
able to approach the goal which 
the amendment seeks without the 
difficulty and dangers involved in 
the adoption or continuing opera- 
tion of such an amendment to our 
Constitution. ...”’

A movement.to encourage addi-

William R. Wofford, building in- 
spector, was named chairman of 
the group. Others named were: 

Clarke Donaldsen, construction 
chief; Paul Weir, waterworks man- 
ager; Ald. Dowse Donaldson, chair- 
man of Council's public works 
committee, and Mayor Hartsfield, 
ex-officio member. 

The group will examine the re- 
quirements for water, sewer, pav- 
ing, curbs, design and other re- 
strictions.. The mavor also said 
requirements of neighboring cities 
will be studied. 

“We are interested in seeing 
what can be done to encourage 
construction of more medium- 
priced rental properties in Atlan- 
a.’” he said. 

“We hope to work out some 
means to encourage such construc- 
tion because that is where our 
major housing shortage now lies,”’ 
he added. 

He pointed out, however, if the 
building code is lowered, the city 
will still require future projects 
to be constructed so they will not 
become slums.

lor’s Physiologica] Basis of Medi- 
eal Practice, an authoritative 
medical textbook, says: 


“It is very natural to assume |

are simply the result of the ex- 
cess calcium in the circulation. 
It is quite possible, 
that, in some instances at any 
rate, it is secondary to tissue 
injury and may therefore _ be, 
in realitv, a type of dystrophic 
calcification -induced by a toxic 
agent.’”” (Dystrophic pertains to 


faulfy nutrition, nutritional defi- | 


ciency.) ‘‘Furthermore, such cal- 
cification is in some instances 
associated with hypocalcemia’”’ 
(insufficient calcium in 
blood). 

Describing the process of hard- 
ening of the arteries, arterio- 
sclerosis, Best & Taylor point 
out that the artery wall first 


undergoes fatty degeneration | 


(fatty material replaces func- 
tional muscle cells and elastic 
tissue) and artery wall finally 
becomes calcified. 

So you see, doctors and folks, 
calcium deposits or calcification 
in the artery walls are the conse- 
quence of a degenerative change 
and not the cause of it. 

Now if a little more scientific 
knowledge will not be too great 
a strain on your mentality, it 
may interest you doctors and 
folks to know that “‘the ordinary 
mixed diet of Americans and 
Europeans, at least among dwell- 
ers in cities and towns, !s prob- 
aboly more often deficient in cal- 
cium than in any other chemical 
element.’’ (Sherman’s Chemistry 
of Food and Nutrition.) 

As a result of such calcium de- 
ficiency, says Boas (Treatment 
of the Patient Past Fifty), ‘‘adults 
experience a steady, long-con- 
tinued loss of calcium through 
the years. This does not become 
superficially manifest because 
the great calcium stores in the 
bones constantly make up for 
the calcium losses in the blood 
and tissues. But as a result of 
this constant depletion the bones 
become poor in calcium and 
more fragile.”’ , 

It was ‘“‘natural’’ for doctors in 
the 19th century to assume that 
the ircreased fragility of the 
bones of elderly persons was due
